AN OPEN LETTER TO PAUL 
.NILES AND LLOYD BENDER 


Gentlemen; 

Recent letters in the Town Crier 
relative to the mystery behind 
Jim “Miceli’s removal from the 
Planning Board and the ‘conspir- 
acy of silence’ on the part of 
those aware of the reasons for 
this removal action, prompt this 
letter, 

As a citizen, I am concerned 
and I share your.concern that gov- 
ernment by rumor and an un- 
informed electorate have no place 
in our town, Both of you gentle- 
men led the town to believe in 
your compaign material that you 
would do all possible to put an end 
to this practice. And certainly 
your election attests to the fact 
that the townspeople were happy 
with your decision to follow this 
line of openly informing the public 
on all issues, 

Quoting from Mr, Niles letter 
of February 23, 1965, ‘The pre- 
Sent atmosphere of apparent con- 
fusion and bickering must be 
changed. Rumors, misinformation 
and last minute campaign attacks 
thrive in such an atmosphere, 
Community progress {s hampered 
and Wilmington cannot afford to 
stand still, If we are to take full 
advantage of our town meeting 
form of government, our town 
Officials -- especially the Se- 
lectmen -- must make every 
effort to keep all of us informed on 
Town business, Insteadofridicule 
Questions from our citizens should 
be welcomed and answered with 
complete frankness,’ 

Quoting from Mr, Bender’s let- 
ter to the towns’ voters when he 
campaigned in 1964, ‘As I am 
sure you Will agree there has 
been little public deliberation of 
the basic problems and Issues con- 
fronting our town, This avoidance 
of open discussion amounts almost 
to a conspiracy of silence. It sets 
the stage for vicious rumors and 
last minute attacks which come 
too late to permit an answer,’ 

In a checklist for Wilmington 
Voters, Mr. Bender, as part of 
your campaign for Selectman in 
1963, you ask if we ‘Had enough of 
government by rumor and petty 
bickering among Town officials,’ 
In your assessment as to Why a, 
New Face is Needed on the Board 
of Selectmen, again 1963 campaign, 
you State, ‘This enthusiastic spirit 
(of the Town) was a major factor 
in my becoming active in civic af- 
fairs. Somehow this spirit of co- 
operation and civic awareness is 
no longer in existence, I belieye 
it must be revived, To do so Wil- 
mington must have energetic lead- 
ership from the Board of Select- 
men,’ 

I am sure you will agree that 
Jim Micell’s spirit of cooperation 
and civic awareness is ofthe high- 
est type, Why then was he sum- 
marily dismissed from the Plan- 
ning Board? 

You gentlemen are the latest 
additions to the Board of Seleat- 
men, Both bring fresh, new ap- 
proaches to the town’s problems, 
Both speak with authority in Board 
meetings, It would seem that you 
can provide the information which 
will dispel the ‘conspiracy of si- 
lence’, As indicated in the state- 
ments you both made when cam- 
paigning for election, you deplore 
misinformation, rumor and a con- 
fused atmosphere that seems tobe 
prevalent in the current situation, 
A confused electorate awaits your 
leadership,

Selectmen’s Meeting 


In an unanimous vote, the Board 
of Selectmen, Monday night, set 
April 4th as the date for a Special 
Town Meeting, to consider twoar- 
ticles proposed by the New North 
of Boston Realty Corporation, the 
organization which proposes to 
build the $40,000,000 Wilmington 
Stadium. 

The Board also met with the 
Industrial Committee of the Wil- 
mington Chamber of Commerce, 
for a discussion of the Urban Re- 
newal Articles which have been 
placed on the warrant for the An- 
nual Town Meeting. 

The board also heard Town Ma~ 
nager Richard Henneberger reveal 
that snow removal costs thus far 
this year amount to $58,000. 

Atty Roland Wood, and Hayward 
Bliss, Civil Engineer, represent- 
ing the New North of Boston Realty 
Corporation, requested that a Spe- 
cial Town Meeting be set for April 
4th, so that they might put articles 
concerning the proposed stadium 
before the public, 

The articles for the April 4th 
warrant propose additions to the 
Zoning By-Law, andto the Building 
By-Law, 

The three new sections for the 
Zoning By Law would (1) define a 
new amusement use, adding the 
words ‘stadium’ and ‘arena’, (2) 
specify off-street parking restric~ 
tions, pertaining only to stadiums 
and arenas; and (3) specify height 
restrictions for stadium or arena 
use only, 

The change in the Building By- 
Law, proposed by the second arti- 
cle, would add the words ‘stadium’ 
and ‘arena’ to the section which 
states that where certain buildings 
are longer than fifty feet there must 
be a dividing wall, except in cer- 
tain cases, manufacturers, hall for 
public assembly, railroad station, 
etc, 

It 1s to this clause that the words 

‘stadium’ and ‘arena’ would be 
added, 
+ The Selectmen sought assuran- 
ces from Wood and Bliss, concern- 
ing the seriousness of intent of the 
New North of Boston Corporation, 
Selectman Lloyd Bender, who did 
most of the talking for the board, 
put the question ‘It costs money to 
call a special town meeting’. 

Bliss told the board that the en- 
gineering firm of Metcalf and Eddy 
had already been retained to study 
the sewerage problem, and that 


included in the study was a possible 
‘hook-up’ with the Wilmington se- 
wers, He also said that a well 
known traffic expert had been hired 
to work out the traffic and parking 
problems, and draw up a parking 
plan for submission to the Town 
Engineer. 

Wood and Bliss told the board 
that the structural facts would be 
prepared and ready ‘before the 
week was out’, and in plenty of 
time for the Planning Board hear- 
ing. 

Attorney Wood assured the board 
that he knew the name of the prin- 
cipal financial backers, but thatas 
an attorney he could not reveal 
them at this time. He assured the 
Selectmen that the backers of the 
project were highly respected in 
th financial eircles, 

The motion to call a Special 
Town Meeting was made by Sel- 
ectman LaRivee, and the vote was 
made even before the chairman 
had called for it, 

Selectman Niles then suggested 
that the Selectmen go ‘a step fur- 
ther’ and transmit copies of the 
warrant articles immediately to 
the Planning Board and the Finance 
Committee. 

The board agreed unanimously, 
and Bender stated that It would be 
wise to get the articles tothe Plan- 
ning Board as soon as possible, 
because of the hold-up which had 
occured the last time with this 
board, 


Urban Renewal 


Stanley Webber, James Raffiand 
Arthur Hayden, representing the 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce 
appeared before the board after 
Wood and Bliss had left, todiscuss 
the Urban Renewal articles to be 
on the warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting. The articles are on the 
request ofthe Wilmington Chamber 
of Commerce, 

Raffi told the Selectmen that the 
town receives only $580 in taxes 
from the South Wilmington land 
which is the subject of the Urban 
Renewal articles, 

With the accomplishment of an 
Industrial.

Cain Would Limit Cost of Autopsies 


Representative Fred F Cain of 
Wilmington has submitted a bill to 
the Legislature to limit the cost of 
autopsies to$35, instead of the $125 
fee initiated by doctors last year. 

In supporting his bill, Cain has 
Said: 

Thave filed this bill after careful 
consideration and discussion with 
Many county officials, because of 
certain abuses which are known to 
prevail under Chapter 39, Section 
6, of the General Laws, 

In 1959 legislation was passed 
increasing certain fees allowed 
medical examiners, For example: 
a view with an autopsy was in- 
creased from $15.00 to $35.00, 
There 1s no doubt in my mind that 
this was good legislation, as cer- 
tainly the medical examiners were 
entitled to a realistic charge for

Since passage of Chapter 310 of 
the Acts of 1959, the number of 
autopsies performed has more than 
doubled, and the medical exami- 
ners do not perform these auto- 
sies but request the services of a 
Pathologist.

restrictions. It would limit the 
charge of a pathologist to $35.00, 
In addition, it would require that 
the District Attorney of the county 
in which the death occurred be the 
only one authorized to request that 
an autopsy be made, Presently the 
medical examiner may on his own 
request an autopsy to be made, 
This restriction provided in this 
bill would certainly eliminate many 
of these autopsies, 

Ihave discussed this matter with 
a number of County Treasurers, 
who have indicated to me their con- 
cern over these present excessive 
charges and it is for this reason 
that I filed this bill, as some con- 
Sideration must be given to the 
general public and to the taxpayers, 
This bill would eliminate the un- 
necessary autopsies now being 
performed in order to benefit the 
medical profession,

Propose Ballardvale St be a part of Route 125 


A joint proposal by Representa- 
tive Fred Cain of Wilmington and 
Representative Albert P Pettoruto 
of Andover, made in the legislature 
last week, would extend Route 125 
to Lowell Junction, in Andover. 

Route 125, which cuts across the 
porthern part of Wilmington, joins 
Haverhill with Interstate Route 93, 

Lowell Junction is an industrial 
area in Andover, a crossing point 
for two of the B&M RR lines, and 
on the Shawsheen River, about a 
mile above the ‘Shawsheen River 
Flats’ at Ballardvale, 

The area has been a subject for 
joint conversations between Wil- 
mington and Andover Selectmen, 

The most direct method of dri- 
ving to the area is over Ballard- 
vale Street, For about half of its 
length Ballardvale Street is in Wil- 
mington, and has been improved 
under the Chapter 90 Construction 
Statute. The greater part of the 
remaining half is located in both 
Andover and Wilmington, with the 
town bounds sometimes being lo- 
cated in the middle of the road. 
Only at the northern ‘end of Bal- 
lardvale Street is the roadentirely 
in Andover. 

Ballardvale Street passes the 
Proposed site of the Wilmington 
Stadium (Friend Farm), so that if 
the road were to be constructedas 
proposed it could be of some im- 
portance to the stadium, Similarly 
if the MBTA were to locate its 
northern terminus on Friend Farm 
as has been proposed, the new road 
would probably be heavily used by 
Andover commuters to Boston. 

The bill, now in committee, 
would direct the Massachusetts De 
partment of Public Works to con- 
struct the new highway.
